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Continuation of 1 1. Does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the argument that the spring is not 
provided on the base member, where the base member is element 94, the examiner respectfully disagrees. The spring member of 
Griffiths supplies the base member with a biasing force against the swing member that allows the swing member to follow the swing 
groove of the cam. Regarding the argument that the cam and spring are not fixed or provided on the base member, the examiner points, 
to the applicant's own admission, page 6, lines2-5 of the current request for reconsideration, and the argument above for how the cam is 
fixed to the base member and how the spring is provided on the base member. Furthermore, the spring is adjacent to the cam elements 
by definition, which is close to or lying near, where the spring is close to the base member. Additionally, the examiner cannot find where 
the applicant has found within the Griffiths reference that the compressive spring of Griffiths contacts the washer all the time.
